Once  again  it  is  my  duty  to  report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  circumstances  in  your  district  for  the  year 
I960. 

vital  statistics 

The  Registrar  General's  estimated  papulation  for  the 
district  continues  to  show  a dec  Line  from  2„c/80  in  1959  to 
2,950  in  I960. 

The  birth  rate  in  I960  was  17*29  per  1^000  population 
compared  with  16.  44  in  1959*  In  the  .rural  areas  this  rate 
was  15*93  and  in  Montgomeryshire  it  was  15c 76 ,,  In  England 
end  Wales  it  was  17.1. 

There  were  no  still  births  compared  with  one  in  1959* 
The  percentage  of  stilL  births  to  live  births  in  the  rural 
areas  was  2.3  and  in  Montgomeryshire  it  was  2.6 


There  were  4 illegitimate  births  giving  a rate  of 
7 .8$  of  totaL  births.  Compared  with  12$  in  1959* 

In  the  rural  areas  this  rate  was  4.8$  and  in  Montgomeryshire 
4.4$ 


There  were  no  deaths  of  infants  in  the  first  year  of 
life  compared  with  1 in  1959.  In  the  rural  areas  the 
infant  mortality  rate  was  19  per  1,000  Live  births  and  in 
Montgomeryshire  L3  per  L,000  live  births.  This  was  the 
Lowest  rate  ever  recorded. 

There  were  44  deaths  from  aL L causes  giving  a rate 
of  14.  92  per  L,000  population  compared  with  13*  42  in  1959* 
The  rate  in  the  ruraL  areas  was  11.73  and  in  Montgomeryshire 
it  was  1LC47. 

There  was  one  death  from  tuberculosis. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT, 1948 

No  action  was  taken  under  this  Act. 


— No  houses  were  built  in  I960.  At  Derwenlas  the 

District  Valuer  and  the  Owner  of  the  land  have  agreed  on 
a selling  price.  The  Land  hod  not  been  purchased  at  the  end 
of  the  year  because  the  tenders  received  for  the  erection  of 
thses  house  show  that  a great  deal  of  money  will  have  to  be 
spent  on  site  preparation  and  the  Council  awaits  approval 
of  the  Ministrjr  before  purchasing  the  Land. 

During  the  year  4 Council  houses  were  re-let  following 
advertisements  in  the  local  press. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

I960  was  a reasonably  wet  year  and  it  was  not  necessary 
to  carry  water  to  any  district. 

The  Urban  Council  mains  were  extended  to  supply 
Felingerrig,  Penegoes  and  Forge. 

Work  was  started  on  the  Comprehensive  Water  Scheme 
in  September-  construction  of  the  head  works , $ million  gallon 
storage  reservoir  and  so^e  of  the  pine  line  at-  Llanbrvnmair
